The source of the allegation 
against Giacalone in the FBI report 
is Jackie Presser, a former Teamsters 
president who died in 1988. Presser 
■ was union vice-president in Januaiy 
1978, when be told the FBI that 
Giacalone telephoned Fitzsimmons, 
demanded the money and reminded 
Fitzsimmons *that it never ends.' 

Fitzsimmone died May 6, 1983: 

The FBI has maintained HofTa 
went to the restaurant parking lot to 
meet Giacalone and the late Anthony 
Tony Pro' Provenzano, a New Jer- 
sey Teamster boss who was later 
convicted of an unrelated murder 
and who died in prison in 1988. 

Giacalone hired Hoffa to the res- 
taurant, telling him he wanted to 
mediate a bitter feud between Hoffa 
and Provenzano, the FBI claims.
